THE COMMON COUNCIL IN 1976 

The Common Council approaches the New Year in a spirit of humil¬ 
ity hut with a deep sense of determination. The Council is conscious 
of a greater responsibility than ever before. 

The New Year presents opportunities to do many constructive 
things. We face the next twelve months (indeed, the next four years) 
in a positive manner. 

There is no room for negativity in government; there is no room 
for negativity in our lives. 

Positive concepts, positive deliberations and positive actions 
on the part of the Council will permit the City to continue to pros¬ 
per, just as it has in the past four years. 

These are not idle words—our pursuit must be through positive 
channels. 

I am distressed when it is said that the Council and the new 
Mayor will be in one continuous battle. 

It need not be that way. I do not believe it will be. 

Both bodies of city government must work together, or they 
achieve nothing; the people become the losers. 

Of course, there will be differences, there always are. The 
role of the Council is to question and to probe; not to rubber-stamp 
the Executive branch. 

The Council has challenged in the past and it will do so in the 


future. 

Perhaps, as a result of last November’s election, the constitu¬ 
ency has indicated that it wants more of a challenge and more of a 
balance of power. 
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By placing one party^in control of the Legislative, perhaps 
the people feel that they will achieve more from a check and bal¬ 
ance system. 

Be that as it may, the people have chosen eight elected of¬ 
ficials from one party and three from the other. At this point 
they could care less who is Republican and who is Democrat. 

They do care, however, about a lot of other things. The people 
care about a responsive and responsible city administration and 
city council. 

People have a high expectancy today and rightly so. They do 
not want a "caretaker” type of Government. They want a vigorous 
progressive Mayor and Council. 

This Council will be that vigorous body! 

The programs begun the past few years received the support 
of the people and the Council. ¥e trust that these programs will 
be continued and expanded. 

I address myself to just a few: 

(1) Community Development 

All the aspects of neighborhood care and neighborhood preser¬ 
vation must have a high priority. The four impact areas must be 
expanded into additional areas. We must get the neighborhoods into 
government, and the government bureaucracy must be brought into 
neighborhoods. Neighborhood associations must continue to develop. 
They must be encouraged. 

(2) PowxfoTvn Development 

This is vital to the entire city's growth. The private sector 
must make more contributions. But the administration must provide 
the leadership. The Council will do its part. 

(3) Community Planning 

Hopefully we will see annexation with adjacent growth and the 
protection of agricultural lands. We encourage the city-county 
liaison through joint Planning Commission meetings. 
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(4) PuUlic Works Projects 

Visitors to our city have told us that Fort Wayne has been 
changing. The remarkable programs of the last two years in N.P.I., 
street construction, curbs and sidewalks, and street lighting have 
made a vast difference. These programs must be continued and built 
upon. The long-range capital improvements planning just begun by 
CD&P should continue so that public works can conform to future 
city needs. 

(5) The search for federal funds and federal aid must be expanded. 
The city alone cannot muster enough of its oto resources to provide 
its citizens with the services and quality of life they deserve. 

The tax dollars that go to Washington must be returned to our com¬ 
munity. We must be vigorous in our pursuit of these funds. The 
Council will take a special note of the activity , or lack of ac¬ 
tivity, in this particular effort. 

Other programs are essential also: 

( 6 ) Continued explorations of ways to eliminate patronage employ¬ 
ment. City jobs should be subject to uniform standards of quali¬ 
fications. (A striking example is the new merit system planned 
for the Fire Department.) 

( 7 ) A greater commitment to the safety of the city. 

( 8 ) More support for public transportation operations. 

( 9 ) Effective animal control. 

( 10 ) More minority employment in city government, EMS, Police, Fire 
and other Departments. 

And last but not least— 

( 11 ) Management understanding and cooperation with the seven unions 
established within the framework of the city structure. 

We urge the continuance of these programs—and the amplifi¬ 
cation of them. We will also welcome those constructive and pro¬ 
gressive programs to be developed by the new administration. 

We hope that the administration will meet frequently with the 
council and will keep the council advised as to its plans and pro¬ 


grams . 
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With good communication from the Mayor’s office, Council 
will be better able to understand the administration's intentions 
and thus better evaluate the programs that come to it. 

I think that all of this reflects a positive attitude on the 
part of the Council and a heightened sensitivity demanded by the 
community. It should be recognized that the Council will be ener¬ 
getic, determined, and deliberate. 

We ask God's blessing on our work.
